A relief train was hurried to the 
scene of the disaster in response to a 
telephone call, but before it reached 
there the entire wreck was a mass of 
flames.

pinned under the w reckagt. 
Their bod­ 
ies have not been recovered. 
Taxicabs and automobiles were hur­ 
ried to the scene and the city hos­ 
pitals were notified to be ready to re­ 
ceive the injured.

are to come. 
Many of those who re- I 
side in this city and who sustained I 
minor injuries

Jones was one of the oldest engi­ 
neers on the Erie and Pittsburgh road ;

The smoking car was turned half 
over and the injured crawled through 
the broken windows.

Markham ’s com­ 
munication was a reply, was consid­ 
ered by labor men here to be in the 
nature of an ultimatum.

resented by the system's federation. 
President J.

McCreery of the 
federation will meet the nine inter­ 
national officers and a decision as to 
future action by the union will be 
reached.
